PLAN TO DEFEAT NEW LOTTERY SCHEME 


Honduras Tickets Must Pay Duty at the 
Price Fixed on Their Face. 
Wasnineton, D. C., April 12.—The Treas- 
ury Department expects by strict enforce- 
ment of customs regulations to enforce: the 
abandonment of the lottery enterprise being 
conducted at Honduras, supposedly by the 
old Louisiana Lottery company. Assistant 
Secretary Hamlin hasinstructed the Collector 
at Tampa, Fla., to take the steps at once. 
Lottery apparatus has been admitted free, as 
of American origin, and it is ascertained that 


| a vessel equipped with printmg-presses, con- 


nected with the lottery, makes trips between 
Honduras and Tampa without discharging 
cargo, but passes the same through the 
custom-house on entry for imme: 
diate exportation. It is stated that 
thus the lottery company, which 
does all of its printing and makes its drawings 
on board of the vessel, has been able to evade 
the laws. Assistant Secretary Hamlin in- 
forms the Collector that while no law, in 
terms, prohibits the importation through the 
customs of lottery matter the statutes forbid 
the transmission of such matter through the 
mails. The Collector is directed to refuse 
free entry to ail such matter unless the most 
complete and satisfactory evidence shall be 
produced of American origin and ** no 
advance in value during exportation. Here 
after the vessel will be required to discharge 
cargo in order that clearance may be ob- 
tained. Lottery tickets are dutiable as print- 
ed matter, and the department has fixed the 
dutiable value of such tickets at the price of 
the ticket asd@clared on its face. The Col. 
lector is instructed to collect, if possible, the 
unpaid duties which were due on previous im- 
portations. The Treasury Department off- 
cials have taken ad vantage of every right ac- 
corded them under the law to stamp out this 
new lottery scheme. :

| YELL THEIR DEFIANCE 


SUNSET OLUB MASONS ANSWER 
PROF. H A FISOHER’S OLAIM. 


During a Discussion of “The Secret Society 
in Politics” the Wheaton Pedagogue. 
Makes Allegations About an Alleged 
Masonic Oath- President Blanchard De- 
mounces the A. P. A. and Is Seconded 
by Mr. Hesing=Gen. A. C. Hawley Says 
It Will Elect the Next President. 


hundred members of the Sunset club 
were tangled iust night in a spirited discus- 
sion of The Secret Society in Politics.“ The 
A. P. A., Mascnic, and other close orders were 
attacked and defended with vigor by selected 
speakers, and their auditors evinced a strong 
interest in all that was said. Of course, the 
comparatively recent A. P. A.came in for the 
most talk. Really the discussion was a tri- 
angular affair—the A. P. A. against the 
Catholics, the Catholics against the A. P. A., 
and the anti-secret society against both. The 
club members were lavish in their applause. 
Humor found a place in some of 
the addresses, and once or twice when 
dangerous ground was trod upon scowls be- 
came ominously in evidence and stormy de- 
bate seemed to impend. Once there was an 
outburst of opposition when Prof. H. A. 
Fischer of Wheaton College denounced the 
Masons. He read what he called the Oath of 
the Royal Arch Masons.“ 

This obligates a member to refuse to tes- 
tify against another,“ he said, not even 
murder or treason excepted. I challenge any 
Mason to deny that he does not take this oath 
when he takes the degree. 

“I deny it!” yelléd half a hundred men. 
Fora moment the Professor looked scared 
and then he advanced pluckily towards his 
defiers and shouted: 

Lou may deny it, but you meet me after 
this meeting and arrange with me for a pub- 
lic meeting where we can take up this issue. 
Bring your personal affidavits and I.will prove 
that you are perjurers.”’ 

The professor’s retort was received with 
derisive jeers, He then made a tirade against 
all secret societies. 

President Blanchard Against Them. 

President Blanchard of Wheaton College 
opened the discussion. He said in part: 

This is the land of secret societies. They 
cannot flourish in European countries, where 
the people have no money to indulge in 
frills. In this country they have become dan- 
gerous institutions. The fact that the grip 
and the sign are potent is evident that they 
prove more effectual in the court than the ar- 
gument of the attorney. These sucieties 
are organized for various purpose—for 
insurance, for benefits in siek- 
ness, for protection of class and business 
interests, and for political ends. They are in 
politics. This is admitted by the A. P. A. 


and denied by the Jesuits and the Masons. 


It has been asserted that Mayor Hopkins has 
been turning men out of office because they 
are Masons. The fact that so many Masons 
are in office beyond the just proportion of the 
voting population is due to their oaths 
to help each other. Secret  socie- 
ties should not be in politics, for 
they are destructive of all civil service princi- 
ples. Allan Pinkerton said the first man he 
arrested pleaded for release because he was a 
Mason and denounced him for violating his 
oath in making the arrest. If the A. P. A. be- 
comes a force in politics it will follow that 
the members will prostitute the order and ap- 
peal to it for aid in civil and criminal cases as 


the Clan-na-Gaél. The safety of the 
country lies in the dissolution of all secret 
societies.”’ 
Hawley Defends the A. P. A. 

Gen. A. C. Hawley was introduced as one 
of the founders of the American Protective 
Association. He asserted that the organiza- 
tion was an absolutely political body and that 
he had no apologies to make for its principles. 
They were American. It was conceived in a 
ease of necessity. It had no fight with any 
man’s religion so long as he used it as a 
means of grace, but when that religion was 
carried to a political market it would be op- 
posed, The members of the order werte not 
bound to any political party; its members 
carried their principles to the polls. 

It has been somewhat in politics the last 
few days,” said the speaker. You will hear 
more of it this year, and it will elect the next 
President of the United States or there will be 
no one elected. We do not know eto which 
party he will belong, neither do we care. In 
the last judicial election the A. P. A. elected 
the only Democratic candidate for the bench 
because one of the Repubiican candidates 
did not represent Americanism. It 
was making the battle for liberty. 
We see the bulwark of American liberty at- 
tacked bya foreign institution that comes 
from the Tiber and wages a warfare upon the 
very foundation of our free government. We 
say. stop it! I have been in places where an 
American could not talk to his peers because 
the members of a certain church protested 
against his speaking.”’ 

The speaker declared the Catholic Church 
was opposed to the public school system and 
repeated Victor Hugo’s arraignment of the 
church. Replying to Prof. Blanchard he said 
the Masonic fraternity had bestowed more 
charity than all the churches combined. The 
A. P. A., he said, was only opposed by those 
who would be affected by its results. 

Hesing’s Open Opposition. 

Postmaster Hesing was opposed to secret 
societies in politics. They had ever fostered 
hate. He related instances of secret society 
influences and the evil results. The only 
secret societies in American politics he knew 
of were the American Protective Association 
and the Columbian League. The Constitution 
provided that religious belief should not 
interfere with citizenship. Despite this 
there was in this country a_ society 
working in secret, which undertook to say 


should not enjoy the rights of citizenship. 
The A. P. A. had his undying hatred and he 
would welcome the day when it and the Colum- 
bian League were banished from the land. 
The political life of each official must be an 
open book. Church and State are separated. 


No attempt by a secret society to. dictate a 


political course could be tolerated. No man 
must be molested for his religious belief. No 
secret society should be tolerated in politics. 
Its teachings were hurtful and its existence a 
menace to society and a det.iment to the 
State. ae 

Dr. Stevens said Freemasonry needs no 
defense. All but three of the signers of the 
Declaration of Independence were members 
of the order. Freemasonry, A. P.A.,and the 
Orangemen are not secret societies any more 
than bank clerks and church organizations 
are secret. Their principles are published 
and known to all men. The true secret so- 
cieties were those organizations, mainly for 
political purposes, whose commander-in-chief 
sits upon the Tiber. The only societies whose 
intentions were not known were those that 
Mr. Hesing had defended. Their influence 
was apparent in politics by the appointments 
of Mayor Hopkins and the Chicago appoint- 
ments of President Cleveland, for most of

Prof. Elliott of Wheaton College denounced 


secret societies in general. He included in 
dangerous to the country the

Gen. Hawley’ said the trouble with Mr. 
Mann was that he was a politician, and the 
other day the A. P. A. had captured his town 
and pricked Mr. Mann’s politica! aspirations. 

Mr. Hesing, replying to Dr. Stevens, as- 


serted that he and Martin J. Russell were the 


only Catholics appointed to office in 
Chicago by the President, and that 
they were Americans and not 
members of un-American organizations. 
He defended Mayor Hopkins from the charge 
of injecting the church into his‘appointments, 
saying of the three members of his cabinet 
one was a Protestant and two Jews. The de- 
fense of the Mayor was applauded. 
George Braham Ratses a Lauch. 

George Braham denounced the secret soci- 
eties of Irishmen for home rule in the Eme- 
rald Isle when he said Americans cannot 
secure homie rule in their larger cities on ac- 
count of political organizations of these 
same men. He insisted that the 
gates of this country were open 
wider to let such elements out 
than tolet them in, and he hoped they would 
get out. Secret organizations of Americans 
would not be necessary if foreign-born citi- 
zens did not insist upon flying foreign flags 
from public buildings and carrying foreign 
flags in street processions. He was tired of 
appealing at every election to the Irish- 
American yote, the German-American vote, 
and the Lord knows what other kind, while 
the Americans was lost in the shuffle, 

„Mr. Hesing.” said the speaker, talks 
about the suffering of the Catholics in 
persecution. They never suffer like 
my people—the Jews. He says that 
the wives and children of his church 
were taken from them. Why, sirs, 
not only were the wives and children of my 
people taken from us, but, gentiemen, they 
went farther, they took our dollars from us,“ 
and the burst of laughter that followed con- 

gtinued for severdl minutes.

Day and night’shifts were working and the 
night shift had just gone to work at 7 o’clock 
tonight when the engineer saw fire coming out 
of he dynamo room. The works were running 


at fall city, and there were 125 men in 
— In fifteen—minutes the entire 
interior was in flames The men at work run 


to the fire-escapes and it is thought most of 
them got out. Some jumped into the Ham- 
burg Canal and were pulled out by firemen, 
and some, those in the lower floors, jumped 
from the windows. So far as known four 
workman and three firemen. were injured. 
These are: | 
The Injured. 
Lana, Curis, fireman; leg broken by fall. 
PoLEs, two, names unknown; jumped from the 
top floor: badly injured. 
STEIN, JOHN, workman; burned about the head 
and face. 
ScHRAEDER, Lovuts H., fireman; badly burned. 
WerEsBBER, JosEpns, fireman; burned and injured. 
Youne, Joun, workman; burned about the head 
and injured internally. 

Of the 125 or more men at work on the 
various floors of the main building a great 
many were Poles and low class Germans. It 
is not known, nor will it be known until a 
census of the workmen is taken in the morn- 
ing, whether une, or two, or fifty of them per- 
ished in the flames. 

The, fire was one of incredible swiftness. 


The building was full of inflammable mate- 


rials, acids and the like used in the making 
of glucose and starch, and the fire 
spread from top to bottom in a few 
minutes. The men may have been able to 
get out, but it is far more than likely that 
scme of them at least were burned. Before 
7:80 o’clock the main buildmg was gone. 
The walls fell in on the Canal side, and the 
fire reached across Scott street and commu- 
nicated with the feed-house. Every engine in 
the city was at work, but the water had no ef- 
fect on the flames unless it was to make them 
hotter. Then the feed-house began to burn, 
but it did not go so rapidly. 
Firemen Buried by the Roof. 

In the meantime the Buffalo Fish Market 
caught fire, 
were sent in to fight the flames from the in- 
side. No one noticed how rapidly the roof 
was burning, and just before 8 o’clock the 
roof feel in and buried the firemen. Three of 
them escaped unhurt, but Joseph Webber was 
not so fortunate. He was taken out uncon- 
scious, with his face terribly burried, some of 
his ribs broken, and his right side and 
shoulder burned, together with some severe 
internal injuries.

JENKINS WANTS ANOTHER SHOW, 


Says the Appeal from His Rules Should Go 
to the Appellate Court. 

Miuwavxer, Wis., April 12.—[Special.]— 
There is a difference of opinion between the 
representatives of the labor organizations and 
Judge Jenkins as to what court an appeal 
should be taken from his decision on the in- 
junction order. The labor chiefs want it re- 
ferred to the Supreme Court, while the Judge 
said he would grant an appeal to the Appel. 
late Court. If the case goes to the Appellate 
Court it will be to the Seventh Circuit Appel- 


late Court, of which Judge Jenkins, as a 


Circuit Judge, isa member. T. W. Spence, 
ane of the attorneys for the men, 
says that in view of the national 
importance of the question at issue the Ap- 
pellate Court may decide to transfer the case 
at once to the United States Supreme Court 
for review. The Appellate Courts were insti- 
tuted. for the purpose of relieving the Su- 
preme Court at Washington. The decisions of 


any United States Appellate Court on matters 
submitted are final. 


The fact that Judge Jenkins and Judge 


Caldwell areso much at variance, and that 


both are members of different Appellate 
Courts, will have a tendency to throw these 


cases into the Supreme Court. If this is not 
done there may be two conflicting final deter- 
minations, entirely inconsistent and contra- 
dictory. 


Within a few days Judge Jenkins will enter 
an order continuing in force the injunctions, 
as modified by him. and then the formal 


steps necessary to carry the case to the upper 


court will be taken. It is expected that the 
case will be on the Appellate Court calendar 
for the term which begins May 31. The hear- 
ing will be in Chicago. Justice Harlan of the 
Supreme Court will probably preside at this 
session.

CASE THAT INJURED HORNBLOWER. 


Suit Involving Over a Million and That 
Has Lasted Thirteen Years. 


Hvuroy, S. D., April 10.—[Special Corre- 


spon jence. |—Attorneys from New York have 
been here for several days taking testimony 
in a case which involves many thbdusand dol- 
lars. The Hon. E. H. Aplin is acting as com- 
missioner of C. R. Griggs, plaintiff, against 
Melville C. Day. executor of the estate of 
Cornelius K. Garrison, now pending in the 
Superior Court in the City of New York. 

The action was commenced thirteen years 
ago and grew out of a contract made by Mr. 
Griggs to construct what is known as the 
Wheeling and Lake Erie railroad. After the 
work of construction had proceeded for some 
time Mr. Gr.ggs’ funds were exhausted and 
Garrison advanced him $4,500,000, and 
Griggs turned over as security to Garrison a 
large portion of the bonds of the company. 
Suit was instituted to recover a por- 
tion of these securities. The defend. 
ant claims that when the bonds 
were transferred to him it was an ab- 
solute sale, while the plaintiff declares that 
the bonds were simply deposited with the de- 
fendant as collateral security for the amount 
advanced by Garrison. Later Mr. Garrison 
purchased a controlling portion of the stock 
and completed the construction of the road. 

The case has been twice before the Court of 
Appeals in New York and William Hornbiow- 
er was at one time the referee who tried the 
case, the Court of Appeals reversing his de- 
cision. It is said that his report in this ease 
figured more largely in defeating his confirma- 
tion as Associate Justice of the United States 
than any other one fact. There is now locked 
up in the Chazcery Court in New York 
$1,000,000 to pay any judgment the plaintiff 
may obtain. Attorney fees in the case al- 
ready excead $250,000. 

The deposition taken here was that of J. S. 
Oliver of this city, Superintendent of tbe 
Dakota Central division of the Chicago and 
Northwestern railway, who, in 1881-2, was 
Superintendent of Construction for the 
Wheeling and Lake Erie railroad company. 
Nearly all others immediately connected with 
the enterprise are dead. Several days were 
consumed in taking Mr. Oliver’s testimony, 
and when completed numbered several hun- 
dred pages of closely tyrewritten sheets.

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SUCCESSFUL TEST OF LIGNITE COAL. 


North Dakota Product Gives Great Satis- 
faction at St. Paul, Minn. 

Sr. Pavu, Minn., April 12.—[Special.]—A 
successful test of North Dakota lignite coal 
was made at the Wood harvester works in this 
eity today. The result is expected to be of 
great importance to Minnesota and the West 
generally and a blow at Eastern monopolists. 
No difficulty is found in obtaining plenty of 
steam. One advantage is that almost no 
smoke results from its use. In five hours 
about 14,000 pounds of lignite were used, as 
against about 11,000 pounds of the 
screenings which they commonly use 
at the works. This coal exists in 
immense quantities in Dakota and 
costs $1 a ton by the carload at the mines. 
If the tests now being made figure out a profit 
to the large consumers here it will doubt- 
less come into common use. Its smokeless 
feature will prove a solution of the vexed 
smoke nuisance question, and it will also re- 
duce the power of the Eastern coal monopo- 
lies. The coal looks like charcoal and burns 
like wood witha bright clear flame. It is in 
reality wood carbonized at a low temperature. 
It presents a pleasing appearance in an open 

rate or stove and a large number of leading

| SOCHIM’S TRIAL WILL END TODAY, 


Evidence All in at Lansing, Mich,.—Effort 
to Quash Fails. 

Lansina, Mich., April 12.—[{Special. ]—The 
Jochim case will go to the jury tomorrow 
afternoon. When court opened today the de- 

ense made a motion to quash on the ground 
the statute on which the indictment is 
based charges forgery, whereas the fraudu- 
lent canvass is not a forged document, but is 
a genuine document bearing genuine signa- 
tures. The court decided the case should go 
to the jury and the arguments were com- 
menced.' Prosecuting Attorney Gardner 
opened the case for the people. He was fol- 
lowed by Jay P. Lee, who, ina brief speech, 
outlined the defense.

Baker will occupy tomorrow moruing's ses- 
sion for the jefense, and Judge Montgomery 
will close the case for the people. 


TRIAL OF THE BANK WRECKERS. 


Bringing Strong Evidence Against the 
Coffins at Indianapolis, 
Inpranaporis, Ind., April 12.—[Special, ]— 
In the trial of the Coffins today Receiving 
Teller Robinson continued to occupy the 
stand and is not yet through. Itis estimated 
now the trial will last a month. The prosecu- 
tion is presenting the evidence draft by draft, 
omitting no little detail, to show the culpa- 
bility of the Coffins and their cashier, Reed, 
in bleeding the Indianapolis National Bank 
and the tricks resorted to with the connivance 
of President Haughey to deceive the Federal 
examiners.

OUTWARD MOVEMENT OF GOLD. 


First Large Shipment of the Year Is Now 
Being Arranged. 
Wasntmorox. D. C., April 12.—The Secre- 
tary of the Treasury today received notice 
that $2,000,000 in gold coin would be re- 
quired for export Saturday, about half of 
which would be drawn from the Treasury and 


an equal amount from the New York banks 


It is the opinion of the Treasury officials that 
this shipment is the beginning of the usual 
spring exportation. The net gold in the Treas- 
ury at the close of business today was 8105. 
963,539. Last year at this time the gold ex- 
portations were abnormally heavy, reaching 
$19;148,964 during April and 510, 
914.317 in May. In June they had 
dropped to $2.711.226 and in duly 
to $174,212. The financial and busi- 
ness conditions in Europe as well as in 
the United States have materially changed for 
the better last year, and in consequence the 
prediction is confidently“ made that the ex- 
portations will reach only a fraction of what 
they were one yearago. The money market 
both at home and abroad is easier. Engiand 
and France are now weil supplied with gold, 
and Russia is not now an active buyer. Aus- 
tria is the only European nation chat is mak- 
ingany special effort ta secure gold. The 
first serious ‘oss to the gold supply occurred 
early in the present month, when about 
$700,000 in gold was paid out in San 
Francisco, principally on account of 
pensions, Since that time there has been a 
gradual recovery, so that the net loss sit ce the 
recent sale of the bonds had restored the 
$100,000,000 gold reserve is only about 
$300,000. Treasury officiale state in posi- 
tive terms that a second bend issue is not in 
contemplation. With authority to issue short 
time, low rate bonds the difficulty in a 
measure, it is believed, would be ubviated, but 
no such authority is expected from this Con- 
gre<s, and the exportations will be drawn 
from the gold reserve.

.Wasnmaron, D. C., April 12.—[Special.— 
There will not be any Republican fllibuster- 
ing against the tariff bill. A conference of 
Republican Senators was held with Messrs. 
Allison and Aldrich of the Finance commit- 
tee this afternoon. It was then decided that 
there should be no delay to going ahead with 
the schedule as soon as a few Senators who 
have speeches to deliver have been heard. 
Some of these are Democrats. It will 
therefore rest with the majority to get the 
bill fairly before the Senate, and when the 
voting on the schedules ie once begun there 
muy be some tests which will show where the 
Democrats stand. The Republicans look for 
nothing definite until the sugar schedule is 
reached, when all their votes will be massed 
for free sugar. Then, if there are any Demo- 
crats and Populists for free sugar, it will be 
shown, — 

The Republicans do not expect any demon- 
stration of voting hostility: to the bili from 
Hill, Smith, and the other kickers at the pres- 
ent stage. They have no idea that a motion 
to recommit, with instruction to eliminate 
the income tax or any other provision, would 
carry. Said Senator Allison this afternoon; 
Nobody can tell what the fate of that bill 
is going to be until we get down tothe dis- 
cussion of the schedules and begin voting on 
them, Then, if there are any Democrats who 
agree with us, they will have a chance to go 
on record. There will be no filibustermg by 
the Republicans against considering the bill 
just as rapidly - aß the majority insists, but 
they must explain the changes they propose 
to make.“ 

Mr. Peffer delivered the third installment 
of his speech on the bill. He announced his 
purpose of offering at the proper time a sub- 
stitute for the pending bill based on the prin- 
ciple of taxing the articles used by the rich 
while exempting those articles of prime 
necessity used by the poor, whether manu- 
factured abroad or not. He would relieve 
the poor of all taxation and put the tax on ar- 
ticles used by the rich, so that the burdens of 
tariff taxation would rest chiefly on those 
who were best able to bear it. 


Peffer Defend« the Commonwealers. 


He defended the Coxey army of the com- 
monweal and outlined his plan for the 
amelioration of the condition of the people. 
Referring to the approachi army he ex- 
claimed in the language of Israel of old: 
“We are coming, Father Abraham.“ 
The vanguard is snowbound [ understand.“ 
[Laughter.] He referred to the entrance 
into Washington last Saturday night of a 
band of forty. men, who were immediately 
arrested without committing any oftense.

Appison, Pa., April 12.—(Special. } Seri- 
ous trouble Coxey’s army tonight, 
It is camped in a village filled with drunken 
mountaineers, and its officers are at war 
among themselves. There is anything but a 
friendly feeling for the army here, and a row 
is expected at any moment. When the army 
reached Addison at 5 o’clock this evening 
every man in the village appeared to be 
fightmg drunk, The one saloon in the place 
was crowded, 

While the camp was being pitched there 
were a dozen fights with drunken citizens, 
Tonight the whole village is in an uproar. 
Browne has issued orders that no one shall 
leave the camp, but this has had little effect. 
Something strongly resembling moon- 
shine whisky has been run into the camp in 
quantities and the men are getting trouble. 
some. There is too much bad feeling among 
the officers to allow them to act in unison, 
and Coxey, who alone can soothe the warring 
factions, has gone to Cumberland. 

As usual the trouble is over Browne. For 
two days Browne has done nothing but ride in 
Coxey’s carriage, and his influence over Coxey 
has. proved sufficient toturn the ostensible 
leader against his own son and to make him 
give the cold shoulder to the “ Unknown.” 
The Unknown hates Browne about as thor- 
oughly as Jesse Coxey does, and the two are 
making common cause against the reincar- 
nated panorama man. This morning the 
army stopped forluncheon at Sommerfield. 
Browne rode into camp and loudly told Jesse 
and the Unknown’ that there was no hotel 
in the village and therefore they must eat in 
camp. Then Carl rode to what is generally 
called a hotel and proceeded to eat 
a good meal at the commonweal’s ex- 
pense. Jesse Coxey and the Unknown 
not relishing fat pork and hard-tack, went for- 
aging. They also found the hotel and a roast 
chicken.

Cari Browne adroitly dodged the hoofs of 
young Coxey’s kicking stallion and returned 
to hint to the Unknown” that he also had 
better return to- camp. The Unknown” 
said: Think sor“ in a tone of amusement 
and leisurely finished his dinner. Tonight 
Jesse Coxey announced either’ he or 
Browne would have to get out. Smith stands 
with young Corey, and the war is on. 

Thirteen more miles of mountain trail lie 
behind Coxey’s army. Tonight the army is 
camped in two big barns, straw is plentiful, 
and whisky abunuant. To keep things as 
quiet as possible the Unknown” has twenty 
men patroiling the main street, with orders to 
take the badges off any men found outside 
the camp. 

The mountain folk seem to be afraid of the 
army. Stories are told of men living in inac- 
cessible places who have strongiy fortified 
their houses against the army.

Juparne by what happened yesterday the 
lockout of the Central Building League 
is a grand fizzie. Only a few hundred men 
seem to have been locked out. The largest 
contractor who shut down did so not because 
of the action of the league, but owing to the 
unsettled difficulties with the painters and the 
plumbers. As far as can be ascertained only 
a very few of the material men and by no 
means all of the contractors are in the com- 
bination. That being the case the lockout 
appears to be an empty proelamation, 
„bund and fury signifying nothing.” It is 
for the city that such is the case. A gus- 
pension of industry now would be a most se- 
rious matter, It would affect the just as well 
as the unjust. It would fall on many classes 
of the community whose members have noth- 
ing whatever todo with the warfare between 
contractors and walking delegates. But 
though the lockout is a failure the union 
leaders ought to reflect that if the walking 
delegates do not desist from their aggravat- 
ing ways the employers may become so exas- 
perated as to try the lockout experiment 
more generally and with more success, The 
evident alarm shown by the union leaders 
when they thought the lockout would be ef- 
fective showed that they were not pleased 
with the prospect of a serious conflict with 
combined employers. 


THE LAKE-FRONT IS THE PLACE. 

The five Congressmen who came here to in- 
vestigate the question of a new Postoflice are 
unanimous in the opinion that the present 
building must go. They are divided in senti- 
ment, however, as to the site for the new 
structure. Four of them are in favor of 
placing it en the Lake- Front, north of Mad- 
ison street. One thinks the present site should 
be retained. 

The conclusion of the majority is sound and 
it should prevail. The arguments which have 
been urged against the removal of the Post- 
office to the Lake-Front are trivial, while 
these in favor of its removal are weighty. It 
is contended, for instance, that to surrender 
the northern end of the Lake-Front is to give 
uponeof “ the breathing places of the people. 
The land needed for the new Postoffice has 
not been, is not, and never will be a ** breath- 
ing place or pleasure ground. No one 

thinks seriously of making a park out of it. 
For years it has been in winter a dumping 
ground for snow and the street refuse mixed 
with it. In summer a few idlers play ball 
there, It has ministered to the public pleasure 
only when the circus or the baseball club was 
encamped there. The unsightly barren space 
on the east side of the street has been a detri- 

ment to the property on the west side. ‘ 
The way to use the two blocks north of 
Madison street so that the Chicagoans will 
derive the most benefit therefrom is to cover 
them with handsome public buildings. A be- 
ginning has been made by placing the Public 
Library in Dearborn Park. Now let the Gen- 
eral Government continue that good work by 
erecting d Postoffice building on the east side 
of Michigan avenue. The city will then have 
another public structure in the northeastern 
angie of the business district and the value of 
property there will be increased. > 

Another pretended objection is that if the 

Postoffice were on the Lake-Front it would be 
in an inaccessible corner. The present site 
is called central,“ and the proposed one 
„remote.“ Such objectors forget that it 
makes little difference to che residents of a 
free delivery city where the main postoffice 
building is. It is all one to them, so long as 
it is where the mails brought on the different 
railways can reach it with ease. The persons 
who go to the government building now for 
their letters either belong to the floating pop- 
ulation and can go to the Lake-Front as eas- 
ily as to Adams and Clark, or they are in 
some instances carrying on a clandestine cor- 
respondence which requires the intervention 
of the general delivery. As for those who 
hire lock boxes they send messéngers for 
their letters, and it is a matter of no conse- 
, quence if the latter walk a few blocks more 
or less. 

The West Side and North Side people, those 
of Lake, Lake View.and the southern part of the 
South Side, can get money orders at the sub- 
stations. They can get postage stamps there 
and at the postal stations. If it were necessa- 
ry for persons outside the business district to 
go to the main Postoffice on. business they 
would have no difficulty about reaching it were 
it situated on the Lake-Front. That site is 
really a central and nota remote one. The 
Cottage Groveand Wabash avenue cars pass 
by it. The State street and Archer avenue 
care go within a block of it. Some of the 
West Side cable cars go within two blocks of 
it. When the Alley Lis extended north on 
Wabash avenue and the other elevated road is 
extended east on or near Lake street the 
Lake-Front will be a singularly accessible 
point, 

The great advantage of this site is that ar- 
rangements can be made by which IIlinois 
Central postal cars and the postal cars trans- 
ferred from other roads can be run directly

| GOLD BASIS FOR SAN DOMINGO. 

In the estimation of Bland, Stewart, Peffer, 
Gen. Warner, and other bright and shining 
lighte in the movement for free silver mono- 
metallism in the United States the government 
and people of San Domingo must be in a ter- 
ribly benighted mental condition. The citi- 
zens of that country are sick and tired of a 
silver basis, and almost unanimously have de- 
clared for the gold basis. 
etary unit is to be the goid dollar, and their 
gold coins will be precisely of the same size, 
weight, and intrinsic value as the gold coins 
of the United States. They will use the silver 
dollar, but regard it strictly as a token coin, 
to be redeemable at its face value in gold 
when presented in sums of not less than $5 at 
the offices of the fiscal agency. 

It is reported that the silver dollar coined 
by the State of San Domingo will contain 
8% grains more of pure silver than are 
in the United States dollar. It will be 
worth a little more than the Mexican dollar, 
that coin containing a small fraction more 
than 377 grains, while ours has 371K grains 
of puro silver. The fractional coins are to 
contain their full proportion of silver, in that 
respect differing from those of other 
countries. Until the new coinage can be pro- 
vided the people will continue to use the 
Mexican dollar, as now, at its intrinsic value 
plug the cost of coinage. But after June next 
all customs dues and debts, both public and 
private, are to be paid on the gold basis. 

San Domingo is a little country. Its area 
is stated as 18.045 square miies, and its pop- 
uldtion is somewhat less than half a million, 
the census of 1888 returning it as 416,871. 
Its annual imports average about two and its 
exports two anda half millions df dollars 
Possibly its area, population, and commerce 
are to small that Messrs. Bland and Warner 
will eneer at them as insignificant, and there- 
fore not entitled to be considered in the 
matter. But it will not do for them to allege 
that the country is under the iron heel of 
British domination, which they have cited as 
the only reason they will allow for the 
recent action in India with regard to silver. 
A large part of the commerce of San 
Domingo is with the United States, 
and much of its money is Mexican. The 
people have an abiding interest in having 
their money such as will facilitate business 
with us,and they have ‘called in the aid of 
citizens of this country for the reconstruction, 
one of them bemg a professor in the Univer- 
sity of Chicago. So at least one thing is sig- 
nificant: they do not expect the vaporings of 
Bland, Warner, et al, to shape the course of 
financial legislation here. After a careful can- 
vass of the situation they have concluded that 
we are going to continue on the gold basis, 
and that it will be well for them to get into 
line as soon as possible, They will use silver 
coins freely, as the people of the United 
States are doing, but with a more distinct and 
undeniable pledge that the silver coins are 
not in any way or shape to be treated as 
money of ultimate redemption. 

The government and people of San Domin- 
go are to be congratulated on their display of 
the good sense and courage that dictated this 
resolve, The step will go far to prove that 
the idea of their bemg extremely ignorant 
and indolent is a mistaken one; that, as 
claimed by a gentleman recently returned 
from among them, the government is in- 

_telligent and its chiefs é6f departments are 
shrewd and active men.” More than that; it 
will tend toa great development of their re- 
sources anda wide extension of their com- 
merce with this and other countries, making 
that progressive people more prosperous than 
they now are. It will invite the investment 
of foreign capital amoug them for the expan- 
sion of industry and commerce, and it well 
may cause the extgeme silver advocates in our 
midst to blush at their own folly, seeing it is 
thus peactically denounced by the people of 
that little country, who have tried silver mon- 
ometallism and found it badly wanting in all 
the essentials of active business prosperity.

Natvuratgas is flowing from fifty wells in half 


a dozen counties in Southeastern Kansas, and 


twice that number of counties are declared to 
be rich in petroleum. Within the last few 
days the country around Fort Scott has 
swarmed with representatives of the Standard 
and other oil companies apxious to buy or 
lease lands from the farmers. Wells have 
been sunk at Neodesha in Wilson County 
from which 75 barrels per day can be 
pumped. Many hundreds of acres have been 
leased in Bourbon County, and the property 
is to be developed at once. The richest find 
is said to be fifteen miles southwest from 
Fort Scott, on Paint Creek, and several 
hundred acres in that vicinity are reported to 
be as rich in petroleum as the best Pennsyl- 
vania oil fields were in the palmiest days of 
the industry there. It is expected that within 
a few weeks the country will be spotted with 
drills. Several companies have engineers in 
the field surveying for pipe lines from three 
or four points to Kansas City, and the people 
in the new-found oil regions are reported to 
be much excited thereat, as they want the 
power to be utilized for manufacturing pur- 
poses in respective localities. They 
hold that if the gas and oil that are found in 
such large quantities are piped into Kansas 
City it will rob them of many hundred 
thousand dollars in the way of manufactures 
and public improvements. But if the ma- 
terial be as abundant as claimed there should 
be enough for both, at least for the present, 
and the prospects of Southeastern Kansas are 
vastly improved by the discovery. 


Onn of the besetting sins of the Hopkins 
administration is procrastination. Many re- 
forms have been promised by the Mayor and 
some have been projected, but little has been 
done.

building. The depressing or the elevating of 
the Sixteenth street track would enable the 
postal cars of western roads to be brought 
with rapidity to the Postoffice. Northwestern 
cars could be brought across the bridge east 
of Rush street. 

This accessibility to railroads is deemed of 
so much importance by a few persons that 
they suggest the removal of the Postoffice to 
Sixteenth street, because it will be more con- 
venient for the roads, although there is no 
good site there. While it is well to accom o- 
date the roads as much as possible they 
must be accommodating also. The mail mat- 
ter they carry adds much to their revenues, 
and they ought to be willing to make the nec- 
essary arrangements to enable their mail 
cars to reach a Lake-Front site and obviate 
altogether the slow and unsafe transfer of the 
mailbags in wagons. The mails, received 
from the roads more quickly than now, will 
be shot at once through pneumatic tubes to 
the substations, and the carriers will set out 
on their rounds. Thedelivery of the letters 
to the addresses wiil be far more prompt than. 
at present.

ions was exported up to 1857. Some re. 
mained at home, but not enough. The coun. 
try was still flooded. with State bank notes 
when the people should have been using noth. 
ing but gold.

At 4:15 p. m. he 
stepped into the hall and asked the elevator 
man when the elevator would stop running. 
He was told that it would stop at 5 
o'clock, and remarking, ‘“ Then have 
just time.“ went out of the build- 
ing for half an hour, as is now su 
to buy the pistol with which he killed him- 
self. He entered his office a few minutes be- 
fore 5 o’clock and locked the door and shot 
himself. He left no letter of explanation to 
his family and no one could explain his motive 
for killing himself. He enjoyed happy do- 
mestic relations and his business affairs were 
prosperous. 


LACOMBE RULES AGAINST M’EANE, 
Application for Writ of Habeas Corpus 


Denied by the Federal Judge. 
New York, April 12.—/(Special.|—The Me- 


Kane case in the United States courts prom- 


ises to become historical on precedent. Judge 
Lacombe of the United States Circuit Court, 
in denying today the application of John Y. 
McKane’s counsel for a writ of habeas corpus 
for that prisoner on the ground that by Sec. 
766 of the Uniti States Revised Statutes he is 
entitled to freedom on bail pending decision 
of an appeal in his case to, the 
State Supreme Court, said it was an 
entirely new phase of an old question. 
** Heretofore the provisions of Sec. 766 have 
been invoked,’ said Judge Lacombe, at least 
in this circuit, solely to pospone the execution 
of persons under sentence of death. In on- 
formity to the regular actions made by com- 
petent authority, undera law of the United 
States (Sec. 765, United States Revised 
Statutes), McKane should during the pendency 
of his appeal from this court remain in the 
custody in which he was when such applica- 
tion was denied. In that custody he now is, and 
therefore he is not in custody in violation of 
a law of the United States, as alleged in the 
petition, now presented.“ 

Counsel now declare their intention to ap- 
peal at once from Judge Lacombe’s decision 
as contrary to the statutes and legislation of 
the United States. An independent motion 
was made fora writ of habeas corpus to the 
United States Supreme Court. Should this 
course be followed out the case will involve 
the State and Federal courts in oneof the 
most intricate legal complications on record 
in the history of judicial proceedings in this 
country. 

It is hoped by McKane’s counsel to estab- 
lish the right of a prisoner executing judg- 
ment of a State court to be admitted to bail 
pending the decision of an appeal to a superior 
State court. They hold that the United 
States statutes and the Constitution guarantee 
this right. ;

CROP CONDITIONS IN SOUTH DAKOTA. 


Too Early to Determine the Damage Done 
by the Cold Snap. 

Huron, S. D., April 12.—[{Special.]—Thirty- 
three counties in South Dakota report the fol- 
lowing concerning crop conditions: The sea- 
son opened early and some wheat seeding was 
done the latter part of February, and wheat 
and oats sown at times during March until 
field operations were interrupted by cold and 
stormy weather, with rain and snow; and_ not 
generally resumed until about April 1. Dur- 
ing the last week field work has been pushed, 
with interruptions from high winde, rain, and 
snow. A number of loca 
seed uncovered by high wind. In the southern 
counties wheat seeding is far advanced, in 
some localities completed and a little sprouted. 
Some oats and flax have been sown. Ip 
northern counties seeding has begun and in 
the central counties is well advanced. The 
ground is in excellent condition for plowing, 
seeding, and, with warmer weather, the 
prompt germination of seed. It is too early 
to determine the amount of damage, if any, 
done to early sown grain by the cold weather 
during the last ten days of March.
